IN GING of Pſalms is undoubtedly a Chriſtian Duty; 
James 5, verſe 13. Is any Merry Let him Sing Pſalms. 
The praiſing of God by Hymns and Pſalms, as it ſeems a 
part of Natural Religion, own'd and uſed by all Man- 
kind; ſo we find the Practice of it very early in the Cliurch of 
God: Neither have we Cauſe to doubt, but that it wa: temporary 
with Inſtrumental Muſick, a thing as Ancient as the Tuaes of Adam, 
Invented by Fubal, who is ſaid, Gen. 4. 21. was the Father of all 
ſuch as handled the Harp and Organ. But if it be not certain, that 
it was thus Ancient; yet it appears to have been very Ancient - 
Witneſs the Songs of Triumph, which the Children of Vel Sung, 
after the famous Deliverance, that God gave them at the Rd - Seas 
Then Sang Moſes and the Children of Iſrael, faith the Text, Exodus 
15. 1. And Feſephus faith, that they ſpent whole Nights in Hymna 
and Mirth ; and that it was conjoyn'd with Inſtrumental Mulick, is 
plain, verſe 20, 21. And Miriam the Propheteſs, Siſter of Aaron, 
took che Timbrel in her hand, and anſwered the Men, Sing ye unto. 
the Lord. And Fudyes 5, 1. Then Sang Debora, and Barack, abe 
Son of Abinoam, in that Day ſaying, praiſe ye the. LOR D, for the, 
t | Avenging of Iſrael, &c.

'Harſhly for an Indifferent Judge in Poety ; but now thoſe Old Word 
are alter'd, and much better Words put in their place; for if you 
compare but thoſe that have been Printed of late, with theſe Printed 
ome Years ago, you will und that all, or molt of the Old obſolete 
uncouch words, are changed into ſuch as ſute better with the new 
Turn ot our Language; and as little Alteration made as poffible can 
be, ſo that I have heard ſeveral Divines, and others ſay, they are 
not Inferipur, ( all things conſidered) to the new Verſions, the Ob- 
jection'as to the Tranſlation therefore ceaſes. And Secondly, it there 
were better Sallaries made for Pariſh Clarks, and the Miniſters more 
careful in making Choice of ſuch as are well Skill'd in the Pſalm- 
Tunes, the Congregations ' would ſoon learn to Sing better; and 
then that Objection would be remov'd likewife. ' But it's almoſt 
Impoſſible that a Congregation ſhould Sing well, where their Leader 
six. The Clark, cannot Sing one Tune true with Judgment. 
In ſhort Pſalmody, it's plain is a Chriſttan Duty, and ought to be 
rform'd in the beſt manner we can, as becomes Rational Creatures : 
or it's nature conſiſting in Proportion, Concord, and Harmony, 
theſe have an Extraordinary Influence over our Paſſions, and are 
Extreamly ſerviceable to excite our beſt AﬀeCtions, and thereby to 
heighen and tlevate our Devotion, in ſetting forth the Praiſe, and 
Glory of God; for which end, no doubt Singing was firſt made 
ule of, in the performance of facred Offices; and indeed moſt Men's 
Aſtections being ſo low Sunk, their Devotions heavy, and liſtleis, 
it: ſeem d — * to provide the beſt helps, and Aſſiſtance to 
raiſe them to a higher pitch, that in ſome Meaſure they may be 
able to perform an acceptable ſervice. But now whether this end 
be attain d by that grating, and diſcordant way of Singing, which 
ſome Men (that know no better) conteſt for, let all Ingenious 
Men judge. To conclude, I have endeavoured in this undertaking, 
to make it as eaſie and as uſeful as I could, to the end, for whic 
it is deſign d, viz: The Glory ot God, and the publick ſervice of 
che Church, wiſhing nothing more, thin that we may fo learn ro 


Sing the Praiſes of our great Creator, whilſt we are here on Earth, 
that we may be the better fitted to joyn with that Heavenly 


Quire above, to Sing Eternal Hallelujah's to him that ſitteth on 
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Irayer. -
